This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 08/31/2009. 

Claims 3-18, 25-27, 30, 31 and 39-51 are pending for examination. Claims 3, 30, 
41 , 46, 48, 50 and 51 have been amended. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 08/30/2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,665,676 has been reviewed and approved on 09/04/2007. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-18, 25-27, 30, 31 and 39-51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 3, 30, 41 , 46, 48 and 50-51 are allowable because the prior art on record 
or that encountered in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the 
features of instant invention - a computer system which provides a subset of 
geographical map data pertaining to commercial enterprises that was optimized into a 
minimal-sorted groups and being compressed into data package for restoring said map

data without requiring new map data to be provided to end user with all the combination 
as claimed by applicant. 

Claims 4-18, 25-27, 31, 39-40, 42-45, 47 and 49, depend on claims 3, 30, 41, 46, 
48 and 50-51 respectively, hence are allowable.
